Convention Here Next 
Year to Draw Treaty 
Is Proposed. 


“MY HAPPIEST DAY,”

‘Unanimous Action of Subcom- 
mittee Hailed as Real 
Forward Step. 


Havana, Feb. 17 (A.P.).—With the in- 
dorsement of the United States com- 
pulsory arbitration was proclaimed to- 
day by a major committee of the Pan- 
American Conference to be the key to 
the maintenance of peace in the West- 
ern Hemisphere, and as providing a 
logical means for the settlement of in- 
ternational disputes. 

After a three-hour session today, the 
subcommittee of the committee on 
public international law agreed unani- 
mously on a report which calls for an 
“arbitration conciliation conference” in 
Washington within the next year to 
draw up a collective Pan-American ar- 
bitration convention. 

According to the report, the specific 
duty of the Washington conference 
would be to discuss the minimum ex- 
ceptions to compulsory arbitration to 
which all countries would be expected 
eventually to agree for the purpose of 
excluding from such procedure ques- 
tions involving their independence, sov- 
ereignty, domestic affairs and problems 
affecting third parties not signatories 
to the convention. 


Dr. Pueyrredon Resting. 


Action in this matter served to a 
arge extent to detract attention from 
Dr. Honorio Pueyrredon, who yesterday 
resigned as head of the Argentine dele- 
gation.

Pittsburgh, Pa., Feb. 17.—Herbert 
Hoover's supporters here believe an un- 
derstanding has been reached between

21 Sramen Rescued From 
American Tanker in Seri- 


ous Condition. 

Tol:vo, Feb. 17 (A.P.).—Most of the 
survivors of the American oil tanker 
Chuky, which exploded and sank while 
en route from San Pedro, Calif., to Yo- 
k-hLama, are in u serious condition, say 
reports from Misaki, where a Japanese 
fishing trawler landed 21 members of 
the crew today. 

According to the bare reports of the 
accident obtainable now, the tanker ex- 
ploded and sank Wednesday morning 
approximately 100 miles southeast of 
Cape Noshima. Capt. C. Hermes and 
15 of the crew were kilied outright in 
the explosion, it was said, the remain- 
ine members of the creW saving them- 
selves by clinging to driftwood until 
picked up by the trawler Thursday 
morning. 

The crew was composed of American, 
British and Chinese sailors. Both the 
British and American consuls have 
started investigations of the blast, and 
the Yokosuka naval station has sent 
boats to seek any of the bodies which 
may have remained afloat.

Navy Assists in Rescue 
of Passengers Off 
San Francisco. 


PANIC ABOARD FERRY; 
SOME LEAP INTO BAY 


Crowded Vessel, Hit by Wash 
of Another Craft, Dips; 
Water Covers Bow. 


San Francisco, Feb. 17 (A.P.).—Be- 
tween 15 and 30 persons swept over- 
board from the ferry boat Peralta into 
San Francisco Bay were reported 
rescued tonight two hours later. The 
ferry boat Hayward brought seven per- 
sons to shore here, a Navy boat from 
Goat Island was reported to have 


picked up several more, and the others 
were believed to have been saved by 


| other ships. 


} 


| J. P. Potter, vice president in charge 


|of operations of the Key Route Ferry 
| System, issued a statement saying he 
believed all the passengers had been 
rescued. 

He said he believed that nearby boats 
had picked up all the victims from the 
water. 

Boats which cruised the scene of the 
accident reported that no bodies had 

been sighted, nor had any victims been 
seeen struggling in the water. 


None Reported Missing. 


No reports of missing persons had 
been received at the police stations. 
It was believed that had commuters 
failed to return to their homes anxious 
relatives would have reported their ab- 
sence. 

Lieut. W. F. Pengelly, of a police 
launch that cruised the bay, reported 
that life preservers, hats, coats and oth- 
er garments dotted the waves, but that 
no bodies had been found. 

The seven persons rescued by life- 
boats from the ferryboat Hayward were 
brought to San Francisco, where they 
were treated for submersion and 
quickly revived. 

To the watchful eye of Lieut. H V. 
Perron, of the United States Navy re- 
celving ship, Goat Island, many of the 
survivors of the ferry Peralta owe their 
lives. Passengers paid high tribute to 
the work of the Navy men in their 
rescue work, but it was only after the 
first excitement had died down that it 
was discovered that the Navy’s part in 
the rescue was largely the result of the 
alertness of Lieut. Perron. 

Saw Bow Dip. 


“As I was walking on the island,” 
said the officer, “I watched the Peralta, 
then 300 to 400 yards from mé, approx!- 
mately southeast. I could see the 
crowds massed in the ferry’s bow. She 
was traveling at good speed. Very sud- 
denly, evidently from overcrowding in 
the bow, she was brought down by the 
head and water rushed over the bow. I 
could see that some persons were swept 
overboard, but I could not tell how 
many. 

“As quickly as I could I ordered 15 or 
20 men tnto the captain's gig.and all 
other suitable boats that were handy 
and told them to go out and give all 
possible assistance. They acted quickly 
and were able to take many persons out 
of the water. Whether any one was 
drowned our men could not tell. They 
did not report seeing any one sink but 
the water was pretty cold and those 
taken out were suffering from expos- 
ure.” 

Potter said he believed the accident 
was due to a heavy wash that swept 
along after a large lumber schooner 
passed the Peralta. A woman was 
washed overboard, Potter said, two men 
jumped to save her and a panic re- 
sulted. 

Two lifeboats were lowered at once 
by the lumber schooner and the ferry- 
boat Hayward launched two more boats, 
Potter said. 


Confusion Over Rescue. 


Police Lieut. Martin A. Fogerty said 
he thought that none had been 
drowned. He said the attendant excite- 
ment was responsible for the reports 
that as high as 30 persons had perished. 

There was confusion as to the num- 
ber of persons taken from the bay after 
scores were sald to have been seen 
swept from the deck of the Peralta. 
The number rescued varied from 13 to 
19. The ferryboat Hayward, it is said, 
rescued seven persons and six of these 
were said to have been put aboard the 
Peralta. 

Whether the six taken aboard the 
Peralta were rescued by Peralta life- 
boats or an additional lot of six pas- 
sengers were saved by small Navy boats 
could not be determined. . 

Capt. George Landenberger, U. S. N., 
commandant of the naval training sta- 
tion on Goat Island, described the acci- 
dent aboard the Peralta as follows: 
“The ferryboat was down by its head, 
buried into a swell and it shipped a sea, 
We sent out a rescue party in the cap- 
tain’s gig, along with two other boats, 
which picked up five or six persons 
from the water and, at their request, 
put them aboard the Peralta. 


Ship’s Wash Blamed. 


“The swell may have been caused by 
another vessel,” Capt. Landenberger 
said.

CENTRAL’S PRINCIPAL 
PRAISES MUSIC IDEA 


Leader Plans to Give. Series 
for Grammar Pupils 
Next Year.

The last of the country-wide experi> 
mental musical appreciation broadcasts 
to children during school hours, given 
by Walter Damrosch and the New York 
Symphony Orchestra, was heard in 
Washington through WRC yesterday 
morning. This concert was a tryout for 
high schools, and where last week only 
& comparatively few children heard the 
concert here—most of the listeners be- 
ing teachers—yesterday, through an in- 
Stallation made by the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America, certain groups of 
pupils in virtually all the high schools 
in the District heard it. 


These included Central, Western, 
Eastern, McKinley, Business, Dunbar, 
Armstrong, Langley, Columbia, Macfar- 
land, Jefferson, Hine, Stuart, Powell, 
Francis, Shaw and Randall. 

“I have received some 5,000 letters 
and telegrams from all parts of the 
country,” Damrosch said in beginning 
his concert. “In fact, I have been lit- 
erally snowed under by letters from 
teachers in various schools and music 
critics and I am glad to say a large 
number from the children themselves.” 


Talks to Teachers. 


In an intermission, when the concert 
was about half through and, as Mr. 
Damrosch expressed it, in order to give 
pupils a chance “to stretch,” he ad- 
dressed a message to the teachers. He 
told about his children’s concerts in 
New York extending over a period of 40 
years and said that grandchildren of the 
children originally attending were how 
coming to them. 

“I have found,” Damrosch said, “that 
the so-called nonmusical child hardly 
exists. After a few concerts children 
not only take an interest in music, but 
an intense interest. 

“I maintain that music is one of the 
great factors jn refining the sensijbill- 
ties of young minds. All this will come 
naturally. It will make the American 
people more musical and more con- 
tented. 

“Music could do much to bring back 
the beautiful home life if children 
again remained within the famlUly circle 
and played the Schubert or Beethoven 
quartets.” 

It is understood the plan of Damrosch 
for next year contemplates a series of 
twelve concerts for grammar schoo) 
pupils and the same number for those 
of high school age, all to be broadcast 
from coast to coast. 

Apparently the veteran conductor is 
not concerned with regard to securing 
the financial aid which will be neces- 
sary for such an elaborate program. 


Cost Would be High. 


"I should say that the- method 
through which radios can be bought 
for the schools should be left entirely 
to local efforts,” Damrosch said in a 
letter just received by this writer. “In 
some cities, like Washington, possibly, 
the boards of education will grant the 
money. In others patriotic citizens or 
associations of parents will do it. If 
the schools believe I am helping I am 
sure ways and means will be found.” 

Quite another angle will be the pay- 
ment of such an orchestra as the New 
York Symphony, which is reported to 
receive $2,500 a concert, and the financ- 
ing of the wire and broadcasting tolis 
in the network to various cities which 
might run as high as $4,000 an hour 
Special school programs would always 
have to be given. It is assumed that 
inasmuch as it is purely an educa- 
tional effort, possibly some philan- 
thropic foundation, or some person spe- 
cially interested in music, like Henry 
Ford, Edward Bok or Charles M. Schwab 
or a group of such individuals, might 
be willing to furnish the money. 

A typical gathering yesterday was at 
Central High School, where about 2,000 
persons were assembled in the audi- 
torium. 

Miller Likes Idea. 


“I think it a splendid idea,” A. W. 
Miller, principal of Central, said. “In 
practice, however, some things about 
such @ concert might have to be 
changed. I believe it was a little too 
long. Our school periods are 45 min-] 
utes, which is the usual schoo! period, 
and the concert lasted an hour. 

‘There was a break in the program 
when Mr. Damrosch addressed the 
teachers. Naturally he lost his audi- 
ence among the children and while 
they came back, their attention was 
not so good as at first. Remarks to 
the teachers might be given at another 
time—possibly the night before. 

“Also, I think such a program might 
better be given at the beginning of the 
school day—say at 9 o’clock—or at the 
end of the day, but not in the middle 
of the morning, which means a com- 
plete reorganization of the schedule. 

-“The concert and the explanations 
of Mr. Damrosch were delightful and, 
in my opinion, the plan is well worth 
while.”

Contention by Myers. 


The crux of the case was that Myers 
had contended he had informed Judge 
Soper when presenting the consent de- 
cree that the complaint against the 
Continental Baking Co. before the 
Federal Trade Commission was: to be 
dismissed upon the entry of the de- 
cree, that having been a part of the 
agreement between the Governmet 
and the baking intererts.

(Key to the Etruscan 
Language Discovered 


Bologna, Italy, Feb. 17 (A.P.).— 
After twenty years of research Prof. 
Alfredo Trombetti, of the University 
of Bologna, claims to have found a 
means of deciphering Etruscan writ- 
ings—heretofore attempted by com- 
parison of the texts in a few rare 
bilingual inscriptions. He is hold- 
ing his own counsel, however, until 
the meeting of the congress of 
Etruscan scholars from all over the 
world to be held at Florence In April. 

The Italian archeological world 
is eagerly awaiting the solution of 
the enigma of the lost people and 
whether any glories of Latin litera- 
ture can trace their origin to the 
Etruscans. 

Etruria, now known as Tuscany, 
contained a federation of twelve 
cities which developed as a great 
naval power influential tn northern 
and centra) Italy. Etruscan kings 
ruled at an early time in Reme, 
probably until about 500 B.C. The 
Etruscans finally were defeated by 
the Romans in 283 B. C.

DEBT CANCELLATION 
FEARED BY GARNER 


Foreigners Will Insist on 
Them if U.S. Wipes Out Own 
Too Rapidly, Is View. 


(Associated Press.) 

Rapid liquidation of the public debt 
was opposed in the House yesterday by 
Representative Garner, Texas, ranking 
Democrat on the ways and means com- 
mittee, on the ground that foreign 
countries would insist on cancellation 


of their debts to the United States as 
soon as the American debt had been 
wiped out. 

The Texan predicted that in such 
event propagandists would charge the 
Government with using foreign money 
to defray its expenses, cddihg that no 
such charge can be made so long as the 
public debt stands. His argument pre- 
ceded passage of the Burton bill for 
funding the $62,850,000 debt which 
Jugoslavia owes the Government. 

Garner did not oppose the bill, which 
now goes to the Senate, but said he 
could not approve the principle behind 
foreign debt settlements that has been 
defined as “the capacity of debtor na- 
tions to pay.” He argued that the Gov- 
‘ernment had no “moral or legal” right 
‘to lend “the taxpayer’s money” to 
foreign countries after the signing of 
the armistice, and that every cent of 
such loans should be repaid,

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TAKEN BY SHIP BOARD 


Urges Combination Bill as 
Best Meeting Situation in 
Merchant Marine. 


NONE CALLED ADEQUATE 


(Associated Press.) 

The shipping board yesterday took 4, 
definite stand for a new policy, sub- 
mitting to Congress recommendations 
on legislation proposed to facilitate the 
carrying out of the merchant marine 
act of 1920. 

Embodying the report compiled at a 
conference in January of the leading 
steamship men of the country, the 
board declared that none of the pro- 


posed bills provide all the legtsiation 
necessary to meet the present requltre- 
ments of the merchant marine act. A 
combination of the best features of the 
Jones, Copeland, Wood and White bills 
was suggested. : 

Assuming that there is no prospect 
of Congress enacting subsidy legislation, 
the board said that if Congress is con- 
tent with carrying out the. merchant 
marine act to transier the Government- 
owned vessels to private owners, mean- 
while providing for vessel replacement 
and new construction, the adoption of 
certain indirect aids would prove effec- 
tive. 

The aids suggested by the board in- 
cluded a reaffimation of the national 
policy to establish and maintain a per- 
manent merchant marine; transfer to 
privately owned American vessels of 
business now handled by Army and 
Navy transports; provision for the crea- 
tion .of a merchant marine naval re- 
serve; the establishment of an insur- 
ance system which would place Amerl- 
can vessels on an equality with foreign 
vessels; generous compensation for 
long-time foreign mail contracts; liber- 
alization of the terms under which 
loans may be procured by the American 
shipbuilders and operations from the 
present construction loan fund, and 
Federal tax exemption of American vcs- 
sels operating in foreign trade. 


Architects to Back 
Harris Brick Stand 


A special committee of the Washing- 
ton Chapter of the American Institute 
of Architects will appear before the

Five Insurgent Chieftains Are 
Slain, in the Jalisco 
Encounters. 


CITY HEADS EXECUTE 
TWO CAPTURED LEADERS 


48 Dead Are Counted on Bat- 
tlefields; Franco Sur- 
render Reported. 


Mexico City, Feb. 17 (A.P,).— Dis- 
patches from Guadalajara today said 
more than 70 Catholic rebels, including 
five chieftains, fell under federal fire 
yesterday during a series of clashes in 
the state of Jalisco. Different groups of 
insurgents, who have suddenly become 
active in the region where the Catholic 
rebellion has been going on for several 
months, were defeated. 

Three chieftains fell in battle, two 
were captured and executed by muni- 
cipal authorities. Another surrendered 
and another leader was stated to have 
been seriously wounded. 

On the different battlefields 48 rebels 
were actually counted dead. Eleven 
were taken prisoners and immediately 
executed. A number of others are un- 
derstood to have been killed in the en- 
counters, 


25 Killed at Cimatlan, 


Advices received by Gen. Andres 
Figuero, military commandant of the 
state, indicated that heavy fighting had 
been golng on over an extensive area, 
with disastrous results to the rebel 
cause, 

Twenty-five rebels were killed and 
seven captured and executed at Cimat- 
lan. Federal forces under Lieut. Col 
Agustin Torres defeated and dispersed 
a large group there under command of 
Chieftains Cuevas, Caro and Gomez, 

Twelve others were killed and two 
captured and executed by federal forces 
under Gen. Miguel Martinez at Rancho 
Viejo and Agua Nueva. The insurgents 
were dispersed 

Simon Alarcon, commanding a rebel! 
band, was slain in battle with federal 
troops under Col. Jaime Quinones, at 
San Patricio. 


Velasco Dies in Battle. 


Another rebel leader, former Col, Ve- 
lasco, died with nine of his followers 
in an encounter with a regiment of 
the presidential guard at Chachalacas. 
The regiment was under Gen, Anseldo 
Matias. 

The chieftains Macdaleno Galvez and 
Manuel Chaves were captured and exe- 
cuted by the authorities at Sayula and 
Mazamitla respectively. Francisco Loza

MARINES AT MATAGALPA 


Managua, Nicaragua, Feb. 17 (A.P.) 
Communication said to deal with terms 
of peace have been exchanged between 
Augustino Sandino, rebel leader, and 
Rear Admiral David 8S. Sellers, com- 


mander of the United States special 
service squadron, who arrived at Co- 
rinto yesterday. 

Letters said to include peace terms 
written by Admiral Sellers for Sandino 
and dropped by airplane over Sandino’s 
positions were received by the rebel 
chieftain. Sandino replied to the let- 
ters, giving the terms under which he 
would lay down his arms, but the terms 
have not been given out. 

Admiral Sellers arrived at Managua 
today from Corinto for a conference 
with Charles E. Eberhardt, American 
minister in Nicaragua, and Brig. Gen. 
Logan Feland, commanding the Amer- 
ican Marine forces here. 

Massing of Marine Cavalry, Infantry 
and airmen around Matagalpa today 
was believed to have forced the rebel 
general, Augustino Sandino, into hid- 
ing. Sandino is thought to have sought 
refuge in the mountain regions north- 
west of Matagalpa to avoid conflict 
with the Marines. 

Marines, mounted on all available 
animals to match the mobility of San- 
dino’s mounted followers, are operat- 
ing in the vicinity of Matagalpa. The 
aviation patrol is also especially active 
in the region where Sandino has been 
active recently.

Apparent- 
ly the complete slate will depend on 
developments in the line-up for the 
senatorial battle. 

The leaders here are not much con- 
cerned about the extent of the popu- 
lar Hoover sentiment, but they are very 
much worried about the prospects of a 
mean senatorial fight. John Morin is 
facing the probability of a hot contest 
in his district, which !s threatened 
by Alderman P. J. Sullivan and the 
outlook is none too bright for Morin, 
who has represented the Thirty-fourth 
district in Congress for seven consecu- 
tive terms and is serving his eighth. 
Morin is being urged to become a can- 
didate against Reed. Pinchot is ex- 
pected to try his luck again. Leaders 
here expect Strassberger to support 
Morin, in case Morin makes the sena- 
terial race, and there are advance esti- 
mates of a very bitter and expensive 
campaign for the Republican organi- 
zation. 

Thus, the question of persuading 
Morin to keep out and of persuading 
Strassberger to play along with the 
organization has brought the sugges- 
tion ot making Strassberger a delegate 
at large. 

If the Senatorial battle materializes 
and becomes a real fight, the delega- 
tion to the Republican national con- 
vention may be split up into hostile 
groups with sore spots and gaping 
wounds so that it will be beyond the 
control of anyone. An ironclad prom- 
ise to deliver the delegation to Hoover 
or to anyone else would at the pres- 
ent moment be impossible to give, and 
it would not be worth much if given. 


Many Favorite Sons. 


It develops that Hoover supporters ap- 
proached Former Gov, Beidleman at Har- 
risburg some weeks ago and have ap- 
proached Vare and the Mellons. Andrew 
W. Mellon's power in Republican coun- 
cils will admittedly be the controlling 
factor unless the Senatorial fight up- 
sets the apple cart.

STRIKE INJUNCTION BILL 


Supreme Court Would Hold 
Shipstead Measure Uncon- 
stitutional, Committee Told. 


TALK STARTS ARGUMENT 


(Associated Press.) 

Constitutional authority of Congress 
to enact legislation restricting the use 
of injunctions by Federal equity courts 
as proposed in the Shipstead bill was 
challenged yesterday before the Senate 
judiciary committee when opponents 
of the measure, aimed at strike in- 


junctions, began presentation of their 
side of the case. 

The form of the attack, delivered by 
Alfred P. Thom, general counsel of the 
Association of Railway Executives, came 
as a surprise to the committee and 
started an argument that still was in 
progress when the committee ad- 
journed until today with Thom still on 
the stand. 

The railroad attorney sald he would 
not touch upon the use of injunctions 
in labor strikes, since that subject 
“will be covered by others.” He in- 
sisted, however, that as drawn, the bill 
would deny the Federal courts, includ- 
ing the Supreme Court, the employ- 
ment of injunctions in more than 30 
categories of cases aside from labor 
matters. 

Thom’s argument was based on his | 
contention that determination of what 
constitutes property is, under the Con- 
stitution, a judicial, not a legislative 
function. The Shipstead bill proposes 
limiting the issuance of writs of in- 
junction to matters involving only 
tangible and transferrable’ property 
when there is no remedy in law. That 
restriction, Thom argued, was of such 
sweeping character as to “destroy” an 
essential element of the judicial power 
of the Government. 

“The power of Congress’ to destroy 
can not be deduced from its consti- 
tutional authority to organize or 
change the courts inferior to the 
Supreme Court,” Thom sald. 

He was confident, he added} that the 
Supreme Court must hold unconsti- 
tutional any such “invasion” of the 
injunction power as the Shipstead bill

During the year 1927 no new motion 
picture theaters were constructed in 
Jugoslavia and probably none will be 
built in 1928, as the taxes assessed on 
such places of amusement are claimed 
to be so heavy that the question has 
even arisen whether any further ex- 
ploitation of the existing cinemas 
would be possible without a reduction 
in the taxes, according to a report from 
Consul K. 8S. Patton, Belgrade, made 
public by the Department of Com- 
merce. 

It is said to be more than phobable 
that if the present taxation is con- 
tinued about 75 per cent of the motion 
picture enterprises, which includes all 
the smaller concerns, will close this 
year, as the profits are declared to be 
almost nothing and in many cases the 
concerns claimed they suffered losses. 
A protest in the form of a one-day 
strike was made early in November, 
1927, by the Association of Motion 
Picture Theaters of the kingdom against 
the heavy taxation. It was stated at 
that time that in case no steps were 
undertaken by the government to cor- 
rect conditions a month’s strike would 
ensue. 

The present tax on motion picture 
shows amounts to 33 per cent in Serbia 
and to 44 per cent in Croatia of the 
gross income. A new tax “was intro- 
duced during 1927 amounting to 3 
dinars per meter on each film entering 
the country. 

No special laws or regulations have 
been directed specifically against Amer- 
ican films and the existing taxes fall 
equally upon the interests of film pro- 
ducers of all countries.. 

It is estimated that about 284 Amerti- 
can films were shown in Jugoslavia 
during the past year.

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DISTRICT APPROPRIATION BILL. 


The District appropriation bill for the fiscal 
Year 1929, carrying a total of $39,775,235, an 
Increase of $706,032 over current appropria- 
Jions and a reduction of $633,451 under the 
Dudget recommendations, was reported to the 
Hiouse yesterday. It will be taken up im- 
- ‘Nnediately for consideration. 

* The District subcommittee of the House 
appropriation committee has chosen to retain 
the $9,000,000 Federal quota in the bill. In 
éxplanation thereof, it points out that Congress 
*by its adoption of such a plan in 1925, and 
tts adherence to this method since, has 
definitely adopted the principle as the Fed- 
eral policy to supersede the former percentage 
division of expenses.” The amount that 
should be contributed by the Government, ac- 
eording to the committee, should be reached 
by a fair consideration of the sum total of 
fair needs of the District and the payment of 
a rate of taxation comparable to that paid in 
@ther cities of similar size. The current tax 
tate, which will be continued through the bill, 
js $1.70. This rate, in the opinion of the com- 
Snittee, is lower than that in comparable 
bities. ‘ 

. Apparently scant attention was paid to the 
G&everal surveys of tax rates in comparable 
Gities that were placed before the committee. 
Even though, as the committee points out, the 
60-40 plan if adapted to the present bill would 
¢reate a tax rate of $1.25, with local tax re- 
furns based on full valuation, a condition that 
goes not exist in other cities, the local tax bill 
would be greater than that of many com- 
parable cities. Washington had hoped for a 
return of the proportional method of Federal 
appropriation, in principle, whether or not the 
§0-40 ratio were adopted. 

. As a general thing the bill as reported to 
the House, except in the matter of the Federal 
gontribution, is satisfactory. The Public 
Library has been granted an increase of 
$32,000 over the current ’*year and $18,000 
over the budget estimate. The budget esti- 
mate for the public playgrounds has been 
decreased but $1,700, representing an increase 
over the present appropriation of $18,000. The 
public schools receive a total of $12,000,000, 
representing an increase of $146,000 over the 
current year and a decrease of $5,600 under 
the budget estimates. The Health Department 
is granted $16,000 more than the current year, 
an increase of $11,000 over the budget esti- 
Mates. Although the appropriations for 
schools do not measure up to the requirements 
of the five-year building program, as a general 
fhing it appears that all departments, es- 
pecially those having to do with public and 
‘ ghild welfare, will be able to continue without 
restricting their activities. 

» The Senate does not, as a body, reflect the 
sentiment of the House in regard to the lump 
gum method of making Federal appropriations 
to the District.

FREIGHT RATES. AND COAL, 


The Senate, despite the fact that it de- 
feated the Reed amendment calling for an 
investigation of railroad freight rates in con- 
nection with the inqtiry into the coal indus- 
try, will have difficulty in separating the two 
problems, The railroads as coal carriers and 
consumers play too important a part in the 
fuel world to be ignored or disregarded in any 
effort to find the root of the trouble in which 
the production of coal is now involved. The 
Senate, moreover, has ordered investigation 
of the charge that the railroads are endeavor- 
ing ‘“‘to depress the labor cost of coal pro- 
duced by union mine labor,” which is of itself 
evidence that the railroads are a factor in the 
examination of known facts. 

Any investigation which should seek to 
dodge the issue presented by the freight rate 
structure could not arrive at a reasonable or 
satisfactory conclusion, A sectional coal war 
has been in progress before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for years involving just 
this particular point. Senator Reed, of Mis- 
souri, yesterday painted a partisan picture of 
the situation brought about by the conflict 
between the producers of the South and the 
central competitive fields. The lake cargo 
case, involving the differential in freight rates 
between Pennsylvania mines and those in Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia, Kentucky and Tennessee, 
is one that in the Sixty-ninth Congress dis- 
rupted party lines. 

In the lake cargo case both sides contended 
that the prosperity of the mines in their re- 
spective sections was dependent upon freight 
rates. If this is true, and the principals do 
not dispute it, freight rates form an exceed- 
ingly vital element in any consideration of the 
coal industry in the United States. The Penn- 
sylvania and Ohio coal operators have insisted 
that the depressed condition of the industry 
in their States, out of which grew the de- 
mand for the present investigation, was cre- 
ated by the disadvantageous freight rates, 
which have been but recently readjusted. The 
freight rate question is at the bottom of the 
abrogation of the Jacksonville agreement. dt 
is apparent, therefore, that the Senate in- 
vestigators will not be able to follow any 
given line without running into the freight 
rate problem. It certainly can not be the 
intention to ignore such a vital element, for to 
do so would only result in a more muddled 
and distressing situation than now exists. 
What is more likely to happen is that the 
Senate committee will find latitude in the 
resolution as passed to make a thorough study 
of a question that begs for an answer. 
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PRESERVING OXFORD. 


Many Americans who have visited Oxford 
and succumbed to its indefinable Old World 
charm will rejoice to learn that recently there 
has been formed an Oxford Preservation 
Trust. The objective sought in establishing 
this body is officially set forth as being to help 
in so guiding the development of Oxford as to 
preserveiand increase the beauty of the city 
and its surrounding neighborhood. 


At the first geperal meeting of the orgariza- 
tion, held a week or two ago, it was stated 
that active and intimate cooperation between 
the educational authorities, on the one hand, 
and the representatives of the city govern- 
ment, of commerce, of industry, and of labor, 
on the other, had already been secured for the 
saving of the beauties of Oxford and its vicin- 
ity, and for the thoughtful planning of its fu- 
ture’ growth. The vice chancellor, Dr. F. W. 
Pember, who is also warden of All Souls, 
pleaded that the charm of Oxford is invaluable 
as an educational influence, is precious na- 
tionally, is also highly esteemed by many from 
overseas, and is as well worth saving as a- 
great picture by an old master. He admitted 
that Oxford must grow, that its development 
must not be cramped, but this new and neces- 
gary growth need not become an eyesore, but, 
on the contrary, might be made into a thing of 
beauty and a joy forever. The function of the 
trust would be to serve the local authorities 
and private enterprise in preserving and even 
adding to the present amenities. 

Other speakers pointed out that the trust 
does not exist solely for the preservation of 
open spaces, but for the covering of some of 
these same Open spaces with well planned and 
peautiful buildings. The relations between 
town and gown were not always of the most 
cordial character, but it appears that all that 
has been changed, for great satisfaction was 
expressed at the real, plain speaking, sincere 
friendship existing between the city and the 
university. i ‘ 

The Oxford preservation trust has a duty to 
discharge and a task to perform well nigh un- 
exampled in importance to the history of Ox- 
ford. All lovers of beauty and learning will 
hope that the trust will be given the means 
and display the ability necessary for so mighty 
an undertaking.

The situation in Russia, therefore, is not a 
novel one. The peasants of the southeast sec- 
tion of the country have been seeking outlets 
for their surplusage in Persia, but they find 
that they can market their grain much easier 
and much more profitably by converting it into 
illicit spirits. Inasmuch as they are so doing 
against the laws of the Soviet they are thrvat- 
ened with energetic measures, as energetic as 
those used in putting down the whisky rfebel- 
lion. The Russian small farmer is passing 
through An economic phase of experience which 
will prove to be as temporary as was the 
condition which in essence became for Ameri- 
ca a test of the strength of its newly adopted 
Federal Constitution. 


THE GUGGENHEM FUND. 


The Daniel Guggenheim Fund for the pro- 

motion of aeronautics occupies a position of 
leadership in the development of American 
aviation. Organized in January, 1926, for 
two years it has occupied itself with many 
and various projects. Primarily, its attention 
has been focused upon safety, but almost 
equal attention has been paid to the con- 
version of the people to the cause of aviation. 
The airplane contest now under way promises 
to hasten the development of planes in which 
danger will be minimized to the vanishing 
point. The equipment loans, which the fund 
makes to air line operators, will make pos- 
sible early utilization throughout the country 
of safe airplanes. The educational work of 
the fund, carried on through schools and col- 
leges, is producing not only a highly trained 
group of aeronautic technicians, but also is 
doing much to direct public attention to avi- 
ation, , 
The first report of the Guggenheim Fund, 
covering a period of two years, has just been 
made public. It calls attention to the fact 
that during 1927 in a series of spectacular 
flights, Americans flew over the North Pole, 
across the Atlantic, half-way across the Pacif- 
ic, attained a speed of over 300 miles an hour, 
and remained aloft over 51 hours at a time, 
Then follows the paragraph: 

In the spectacular there is nothing 
more to be desired. We now face a 
task of a less dramatic, equally exacting 
sort—the task of the builder who follows 
the pioneer and gives practical effect to 
his exploits. A second period in aviation 
is beginning, the period of its public util- 
ity, when the once uncommon airplane 
becomes a “‘common carrier.’’ 

The transitory period is further advanced 
than the average person realizes, Airplanes 
already are transporting express in consider- 
able volume with eminently satisfactory per- 
performance. In this country 
passenger transport is not yet developed, but in 
Europe, thousands of individuals are utiliz- 
ing the plane for habitual transportation, The 
standard of safety is very high. According 
to a recent announcement, Imperial Airways, 
Ltd., of England, carried 52,000 passengers 
over 2,500,000 miles in 1927 without injury

the London Times of June 14, 1842, to the 
effect that: “‘The number of passengers car- 
ried on the eight railway lines was 10,508, 
the distance, 3,562,338 miles yearly, In this 
time only 56 passengers were injured, of 
whom 22 were killed.’ 

The coming years hold infinite promise, In 
the words @f the Guggenheim report, ‘‘within 
this generation the fundamental remaining 
problems of aeronautics will be solved.” 


ARMY HOUSING, 


The Army housing bill calling for an ap- 
propriation of $12,664,950 has been introduced 
in the House of Representatives, Passage of 
the measure will mean that new quarterg can 
be provided for 470 officers, 695 commissioned 
officers, 5,593 enlisted men and 138 patients 
in hospitals. A slightly larger amount was 
appropriated by the last Congress, and a con- 
struction item of $6,939,000 is included in the 
War Department appropriation bill this year. 

The program, if adopted, will do much .to 
remedy a situation that was beyond dispute 
disgraceful. It is estimated that more than 
15,000 new quarters will have been provided 
by the time present and contemplated construc- 
tion has been completed. Many of the abso- 
lutely inadequate barracks will have been re- 
placed. The situation, however, will not have 
been cured. There will remain the posts 
where temporary repairs have held off de- 
terioration. These must be taken care of in 
time, and, in addition, care should be taken 
to see that Army housing shall not again 
reach the state that brought about the present 
protests.

Enforce- 
ment of such a rule ‘might lead to new diffi- 
culties. It might be discovered that the

Dr. J. M. Dodson, former dean of the School 
of Medicine of the University of Chicago, has 
recently completed a study of longevity ac- 
cording to occupational classes. The life span 
of the average citizen, he finds, is approxi- 
mately 47 years. The coal miner, whose 
occupation is generally considered extra- 
‘hazardous, may expect to live 51.3 years, and 
the doctor, whose hours are long and irregular 
and who is exposed to contagious disease, may 
expect to live 62 years. The bookkepeer, on 
the other hand, ‘who lives a sheltered, regular, 
routine life, has an average life span of but 
36.5 years. Apparently boredom and monotony 
have more to do with cutting the life span than 
occupational hazard.

precarious by slippery and drifted roads, 
drivers are made cautious, minimizing 
traffic accidents, although natural 
causes for accident become greater. 

Winter roads affording uncertain trac- 
tion serve for the average motorist the 
same purpose as warning signs erected 
at approaches to sharp curves and steep 
hills, They are the “signs” the motorist 
believes in and which prevent accidents. 
Another sign, but one that causes acci- 
dents,.is the long stretch of straight 
and level highway which invites speed. 
It is where the going is smoothest and 
clearest that toes tramp on accelerators 
and cars test out their speed. 

The gambling instinct of the human 
species is a good enough explanation 
for the thousands who each year plunge 
heedlessly across grade crossings and 
highway intersections to their death or 
injury. These are occasions when auto- 
ists do not believe in “signs.” 

Every step on the road to national 
relief from highway accidents is marked 
by -the human element and its varying 
regard for rules of safety. Comparison 
of winter and summer accident statis- 
tics shows that while all motorists are 
willing to take a chance, that willing- 
ness, in all, has limitations. And then, 
where are there two automobilists who 
will agree on just what is meant by a

In many of 
these cases there has never since been 
a definite action by the nations

The subcommittee ordered specif- 
ically that delegates to the forthcoming 
Washington conference shall be jurists 


with plentpotentiary powers, authorized 
to sign whatever convention the con- 
ference may evolve. 

The announcement of the subcom- 
mittee's action—which is sure to be 
ratified by the plenary session of the 
conference—produced the best impres- 
sion in all conference circles, where it 
was agreed that the agreement on com- 
pulsory arbitration appears likely to be 
the\high spot of constructive Pan- 
Americanism not only at this confer- 
ence but of those of the past. 

The first article of the subcommittee 
reported is a flat, unconditional state- 
ment that the American republics con- 
sider compulsory arbitration as the best 
means for pacific settlement of inter- 
national disputes. Such unqualified 
indorsement of a bare principle, even 
if, as is the case, it 1s modified in the 
second article providing for the con- 
ference to discuss exceptions, is con- 
sidered here as the greatest dnd most 
important modification of the estab- 
lished policies of Chile and the United 
States. 

These nations are regarded by the 
delegates as the traditional champlions 
of conditional optional arbitration.

Hughes Paves the Way. 


The brilliant speech of Charles Evans 
Hughes yesterday was credited by dele- 
gates with Waving been the deciding 
factor in discussion of*the arbitration 
principle and the Ameriean delegation’s 
chief was being complimented today 
upon a turn of the conference affairs 
which had allowed so {tmportant a prin- 
ciple to be recognized at practically the 
eleventh hour of the conference. 

The subcommittee report recom- 
mended also that the Washington Ar- 
bitration Conference conclude an addl- 
tional proctocol providing for com- 
pulsory arbitration of all international 
differences. This proposal was added 
at the suggestion of Dr. Maurtua, of 
Peru, who remarked that even if only 
a few nations Bignified adhesion to the 
convention at first they would provide 
a nucleus around which more and more 
nations eventually might group them- 
selves. 

Charles Evans Hughes, speaking for 
the United States delegation after the 
introduction today of the subcommittee 
report on pacific settlement of Amer- 
ican international disputes, told his 
Latin-American colleagues of his com- 
plete satisfaction in witnessing the 
happy culmination of the efforts to 
advance the cause of peace in the West- 
ern Hemisphere. 

“I count this day as one of the hap- 
plest of my life,” said Mr. Hughes. 
“The reasons against the immediate 
adoption of the convention on inter- 
national arbitration,” he continued, 
“are obvious. We all desired to pro- 
gress as rapidly as possible in arriving 
at an agreement, and there was no 
attempt on the part of any country to 
delay the proceedings, but rather, 
every one was agreed on a definite pur- 
pose for advancement.” 

Mr. Hughes alluded to the spirit of 
cooperation within the subcommittee 
which approved compulsory arbitration, 
and the general realization that the 
limited time remaining made impos- 
sible the conclusion of an arbitration 
convention at the present conference. 
This conference, however, he pointed 
out, had agreed upon definite principles 
and had reached a unanimous accord 
on the necessity for arbitration of dis- 
putes between the nations of the roe 

“These are our principles, established 
by unanimous support of the delega- 
tion,” Mr. Hughes declared. “Before 
long we shall take practical steps to 
carry them into execution.” 


Text of Resolution. 


The resolution relating to arbitration, 
as introduced by Raul Fernandez, presi- 
dent of the Brazilian delegation, fol- 
lows: . 

“Whereas, it is the desire of the 
American republics to give expression 
to their condemnation of war as an 
instrument of national policy in their 
mutual relations, and 

‘Whereas, the American republics 
are most anxious to contribute in every 
possible way to the development of in- 
ternational arrangements for the pacific 
settlement of international disputes: 

“The sixth international conference 
of American States resolves: 

“One—That the republics of America 
adopt obligatory arbitration as the 
means which they wil! employ fu. the 
pacific solution oi their international 
differences of a juridical nature. 

“Two—That the republics of America 
will meet in Washington within a pe- 
riod of one year in a conference of con- 
ciliation and arbitration to draw up a 
convention for the realization Po this 
principle with the minim expecta- 
tions which they consider indispensable 
to safeguard the independence and the 
sovereignty of states, as well as its ex- 
ercise in matters within their domestic 
jurisdiction, and also excluding mat- 
ters involving the interests or relating 
to the action of a state not” a party 
to the convention.

Pueyrredon Resignation 
Accepted by Argentina 


Buenos Aires, Feb. 17 (A.P.).— The 
Argentine government has accepted the 
resignation of Honorlo Pueyrredon as 
Ambassador at Washington and also as 
president of thes Argentine delegation 
to the Pan-American conference at 
Havana, 

Foreign Minister Gallardo, in a mes- 
sage to Dr. Pueyrredon, said that the 
Argentine government had at first not 
wished to accept his resignation for 
patriotic reasons, but that as the® mat- 
ter had been given publicity, it deemed 
acceptance was the only course open 

Havana, Feb. 17 (A.P.).—Dr Honorto 
Pueyrredon will not return to Buenos 
Aires until after the Argentine national 
elections early in April. Following upon 
his resignation as Ambassador to Wash- 
ington and as chief of the Argentine 
delegation at Havana, Dr. Pueyrredon 
plans to leave for Washington Wednes- 
day. He said he would remain in the 
United States, winding up his personal 
affairs, until March 24, when he would 
embark for home. 

Regarding the part he Intends to play 
in the political situation in Argentina 
the Ambassador declared that he had 
nothing to say except that he would 
not return to his country until the 
presidential battle had been decided,

was the statement that it was “hard 
to escape the conclusion that the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission reversed 
itself because it sat under the shadow 
of the suspended sword of Pennsyl- 
vania.” 

Of the four States that will appre- 
clate the Missour! senator’s unsheath- 
ing of his sword, Kentucky, Virginia, 
Tennessee and West Virginia, there are 
at least two Democratic senators who 
must run for reelection this year and 
they would very frankly rather run 
with Senator Reed than Gov. Smith. 

They are Senators Neely, of West 
Virginia, and McKellar, of Tennessee 
It was considered significant, too, that 
at the end of his speech, Senator 
Swanson, of Virginia, came over and 
congratulated him. There is nothing 
particularly enthusing in the apeech. 
either. It was mostly a recital of his- 
tory 


Retired for More Facts, 


The West Virginia senator sat with 
the Missourian during the reading of 
the speech, apparently ready to help 
him out if “Cousin Dave” started his 
crossfire before the reading was com- 
pleted. 

Senator Neely and the rest of them, 
Senator Glass, in particular, came to 
his defense, too, when the _ crossfire 
was opened up. In fact, they held 
the: ground while the Missouri senator 
retired to get some more facts with 
which he made a second stand, 

It was the Pennsylvania 
against the fleld when the exchange 
did begin, because Senator Sackett 
(Republican), of Kentucky, and en- 
gaged in the coal business, joined with 
the Democrats in denouncing the ac- 
tion of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission as @ UsUrpation of power, 

The Missouri! senator declared that 
the decision was “not only revolution- 
ary and unjust,” but “probably the 
most arbitrary yet handed down by a 
Federal board or tribunal.” 

He recited that on previous occa- 
sions the commission had low ed the 
rates from the Pennsylvania field to 
the lake ports, but that following each 
reduction the Southern group field, 
with a longer haul to the lake ports, 
was able to keefy up its competition. 

Finally the commission permitted a 
reduction from the Pennsylvania fields, 
but although the railroads serving the 
Southern group field also sought a re- 
duction and insisted that the proposed 
reduced rates would be compensatory, 
the commission ruled that economic 
factors would not permit it.

Political Influence Accused. 


The political influence of Pennsyl- 
vania was responsible, the Missour! 
senator declared, an influence that ex- 
tended into the White House itself. 
After Pennsylvania lost its case before 
the commission in 1925, Reed charged, 
the “political battalions” got to work. 

Pennsylvania set about.to get repre- 
sentation on the commission, he re- 
called. About this time Thomas F. 
Woodlock, of New York, was named to 
the commission. The Pennsylvania 
senator, it was recalled, threatened to 
hold up his confirmation un he was 
given assurance that the next appoint- 
ment would represent Pennsylvania. 

“Time ran on,” the Missouri senator 
said, “but it did not run very long 
until the articles of the treaty of 
peace between the senator from Penn- 
sylvania and the President were put 
Into force.” 


Recalls Case of Cox, 


“The term of Commissioner Cox, one 
of the commissioners who had concur- 
red in the minority opinion against the 
Pennsylvania operators, was about to 
expire. 

“He had been a good commissioner 
So far as 1 know, neither his abliity 
nor fidelity had ever been questioned. 
But Pennsylvania had to be taken 
care of.” 

As a result, Cyrus E, Wood, of Penn- 
sylvania, he recalled, was named to 
succeed Mr. Cox. He was rejected, 
however, by the Senate. 

“Under the circumstances,” he con- 
tinued, “it would not have been wise 
to have just then and there appointed 
another man like Woods,” the Missouri! 
senator continued, “so. Mr. Brainerd 
was appointed to fill the seat made va- 
cant by Cox. And be is said to Brain- 
erd’s credit, he did undertake to par- 
ticipate in the decision on rehearing. 

“But, nevertheless, the removal of 
Cox had removed one of the obstacles 
to reversal of the case. 

“The term of Commissioner Esch was 
about to expire. 

“His emoluments sina honors were, 
of course, dependent upon reappoint- 
ment. He must have known of the 
threat of Senator Reed that Pennsyl- 
vania proposed to be represented. 


Pennsylvania Senator Replies. 


“Hie had doubtless observed that the 
senator from Pennsylvania had climbed 
to the very apex of political power and 
influence. 

“I doubt not that the commissioner 
often viewed with disconsolate eyes 
Cox's scalp already suspended from the 
pole of the Reed epee. . He naurally 
desired to avoid a similar fate.” 

The Penmsylvania senator, in answer- 

g, complained of the fact that Penn- 
sylvania only has one senator and that 
he .was pitted against eight senators of 
the other coal States, together with 
their “new ally.” 

“Attacks on Republican officials of 
Pennsylvania will do no good,” he de- 
clared. “We may be Republicans, but 
we still have a few rights.” 

In an exchange with Senator Glass 
he added: “The senator’s suspicions are 
rather alert today; does he suspect any 
politics in the speech of the senator 
from Missouri?” 

“I didn’t discover any,” the Virginia 
senator replied. 

When the Missour! senator returned 
to the fray, reequipped, he first sought 
to discipline his cousin for the political 
reference by recalling his association 
with Senator-elect Vire. He went a 
little too strong, the Pennsylvania sen- 
ator jumping angrily to his feet. In 
the exchange Reed, of Pennsylvania, 
denied that he had ever said Vare was 
“wholly unfit” for the Senate. 

“I said he was unqualified,” the 
Pennsylvania senator said. “The party 
said otherwise.” Therefore he turned 
about and fought to have him seated.

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ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS. 


EAR VIOLA PARIS: I am troubled 
D with blackheads on my chin, I 

have tried to rid myself of them 
by squeezing and applying disinfectant, 
but to no avail. Is there anything 
about diet that will help? 

I have been using lemon juice and 
peroxide as a bleach for my skin. Is 
this harmful? 

Answer—Diet has everything to do 
with the condition of the skin. And 
so has external cleanliness. For a clear 
skin, take a predominance of fresh 
greens and other vegetables, fresh fruits 
(particularly those of the citrus fam- 
ily), whole-grain products, milk and 
about six glasses of water every day. 
Avoid all sweets, fried and greasy foods, 
and rich sauces and gravies. A small 
portion of lean meat may be taken once 
a day but an excess of meat causes 
toxic poisons that show their presence 
in the system by the condition of the 
skin as well as in lowered vitality. The 
green soap treatment, although slightly 
drying in effect, helps to rout black- 
heads promptly. The lather of tincture 
of green soap is massaged into the 
skin, after a suitable cleanser has been 
used to bring the dust and grime to 
the surface. The soap is rinsed off 
with hot water. The two index fingers 
are covered with a clean cloth and 
those. blackheads (or pimples or white- 
heads) that yield readily may be 
pressed out. Those that resist the 
slight pressure which alone is per- 
missible, are not mature and must be

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URGED AT HEARING 
BY FORESTRY CHIEF 


Any Electricity Project Would 
Impair Scenic Value, De- 
clares Greeley. 


MARKET FOR POWER 
NOT PRESENT, HE SAYS 


Senators’ Questions Held to 
Indicate Sympathy With 
Beautification. 


Any hydroelectric development of 
Great Falls seriously would impair its 
‘ scenic value as a park, William B. 


Greeley, chief of the United States for- 
est service, declared at the second hear- 
ing on the Great Falls projects con- 
tained in the Capper and Norris bills 
before the Senate District committee 
yesterday. 

Proponents of both the Capper and 
Norris measures, the first of which com- 
prises the plan of the National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission for de- 
velopment of the Potomac River gorge 
as a park, and the second providing for 
the development of the water power at 
Great Falls under Government control, 
were heard. 

The questions asked by senators of 
the proponents of the Norris measure 
indicated strong sympathy with the 
plan of the National Capital Park and 
Pianning Commission for the scenic de- 
velopment of Great Falls. Only three 
pereprts, however, were heard. It 1s 
likely the hearings on the bills will be 
continued at the next meeting. 


Should be Park, He Says. 


Greeley said the disposition of Great 
Falls and the Potomac gorge is to be 
determined largely by what would best 
sujt the interests of the city. If these 
interests would be best served by water 
power development, he said, then that 
should be the selection. 

He declared it his conclusion, how- 
ever, that the interests of the Capital 
would be best served “for many years 
to come” by making the area a park. 

He pointed out that few cities in the 
world have adjacent to their borders 
an area of such park value and striking 
beauty as that afforded ty Great Falls 
and the Potomac Gorge. To fail ‘» 
take advantage of such opportunities 
as lie at the city’s doors, he said, would 
be to flout one of the most unusual 
natural gifts with which a city has 
ever been favored. 


Says Project Would Affect Value. 


In reply to a questicn by Senator 
Capper, chairman of the committee, 
whether power development would af- 
fec; the park values of the area, Mr. 
Greeley said the “project now before 
the Federal Power Commission would 
very materially impair the area both for 
park.and recreational purposes.” He 
told the senators that this project was 
merely a “money-making scheme,” and 
further, that its hopes were based on a 
“hypothetical market.” The sponsors, 
he said, hoped to “find” a market, not 
existing now, but which could be de- 
veloped in adjacent towns and sections 
of Virginia and Maryland. 

O. M. Kile, representing the Mohican 
Hills Citizens Association of Montgom- 
ery County, spoke in favor of power de- 
velopment, preferring development un- 
der Government control. He declared 
that the scenic value would be in- 
creased under the proper development 
of the area, which without material 
damage could inciude power develop- 
ment. Judson C. King, director of the 
National Popular Government Léague, 
spoke in favor of power development 
under Government control.

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PARK BOARD T0 BUY 
40 PATTERSON ACRES 
FOR BIG PLAYGROUND 


Condemnation to Be Resorted 
To if Necessary, Commis- 
sion Declares. 


NEGOTIATING WITH 
PROSPECTIVE OWNERS 


Members Prefer to Acquire 
Tract Alongside Gallaudet 
College Grounds. 


Determination to obtain 30 acres of 
the Patterson tract running from Flor- 
ida to New York avenue, Eckington 
railroad tracks and Gallaudet College, 
and give the northeastern section of the 
city its first big playground, was an- 
nounced by members of the National 
Capital Park and Planning Commission 
yesterday at the close of the February 
session. 

The statement of park and planning 
officials that “they may be able to ne- 
gotiate with new owners” in acquiring 
the desired acreage indicated their in- 
tention to deal with a group of com- 
mission ‘merchants which has obtained 
an option on part of the 8l-acre tract 
as a new market center. 


No Time Limit Fixed. 


Members of the commission said that 
the territory desired is adjacent to Gal- 
laudet College, and that if they failed 
to obtain it at a fair purchase price, 
of which they seem hopeful, they would 
insist on condemnation proceedings. 
They announced no time limit for ces- 
sation of negotiations by purchase.

Ralph B, Fleharty, people’s counsel, 
is préparing a sweeping attack on the 
merger plan proposed by tne street car 
companies, when it comes up for hear- 
ing before the Public Utilities Commis- 
sion beginning February 29. He began 
yesterday a detailed study of the plan 


and figures gathered for him by James*% 


Martin, his statistical clerk. 
Any agreed valuation, regardless of 
amount, will be opposed by Fleharty. 


That means that he will oppose agree- 
ment by the commission to any definite 
valuation. 

“The companies are not entitled to 
that,” he said, “particularly at this time 
when it is entirely probable that the 


| United States Supreme Court will aban- 


don its present theory of valuation 
based on reproduction in favor of the 


itheory urged by the Interstate Com- 
|merce Commission of value determined ¢ 4 


on the prudent investment theory. 

“If that change of policy should oc- 
cur, the street railway values will be 
materiaily lessened, if there is no agree- 
ment on valuation. But if valuation is 
agreed on now while valuations are 
high, the public of the District would 
be deprived of the benefit of such a 
Supreme Court decision.” 


Skeptical About Income. 


Fleharty also is skeptical about 7 per 
cent as the fixed rate for reasonable 
return on value. He says that a 7 per 
cent return presupposes that the busi- 
ness receiving it assumes ordinary risks 
of loss, but that the merger agreement 
as it now stands, would protect the 
consolidated company from risk of loss, 
in which circumstances.7 per cent is too 
high a return. 

“The demand that Congress enact 
legislation to assufe the company the 
‘right to earn’ 7 per cent on value 
is not a guarantee of 7 per cent net in- 
come,” he said, “that it certainly is @ 
guarantee that street car fares will be 
increased.” 

Fleharty pointed out that the cur- 
rent impression that three companies 
are to be parties to the merger is eI- 
roneous. 

“It is proposed to merge only two 
companies,” he said. “The Capital 
Traction Co. and the Washington Rail- 
way & Electric Co., 50 far as its street 
car properties are concerned. Nowhere 
in the agreement is it proposed that t! 
Washington Rapid Transit Co. is 
merge with the other two. 

“On the contrary the majority of 
stock is to be bought by the new co! 
pany for more than $1,000,000 and it is 
to be left as a separate corporate entity 
owned in chief by the consolidated 
company.
